CONCERNING CARTOONS. 


A cartoon appeals to the person who 


looks at u only in so lar as it reflects 
i:s or lu-r particular opinions or gen- 
eral nnnta! attitude. If it 
appeals 


thus to a laree number of people it 
is cajJotl "popular," though the cause 
of its popularity may not bo easy to 
ic-fino. Probably in most cases this 
cause will i>o found in the novelty or 
ingenuity of the idea, and in the force 
ind e!7ecth en ess. cither serious or 
"lu'norons. with whi^h the picture i^ 
irawn. Its novelty is the more im- 
portant quality. A bright idea poorly 
•irawn is oitcn hailed with delight; 
i weak idea, no matter how well 
Irawn, is almost never successful. A 
•artoonist \vho has not at his disposal 
either an inventive brain of his own. 
or the inventive brain 
of his own, 


keep him supplied with good subjects, 
need not hope for much fame, how- 
ever great may be his technical abil- 
ity. Without ideas he cannot reach 
the people. 


This suggests the question. What 


sort of a cartoon is likely to interest 
the greater number of 
people, 
the 


serious or the humorous? Certainly 
the occasions when a serious cartoon 
is called' for are comparatively few. 
The public, vastly tolerant of wrong- 
doing and official rascality, patient 
under industrial oppression, loves to 
smile. When all is said, the serious 
cartopn is chiefly useful for two pur- 
poses only: to express sorrow at the 
death of a public character, and to 
express sympathy for the sufferings 
of the poor. The former dtity is gen- 
erally carried out ^by means of a pic- 
ture representing Uncle Sam in an at- 
titude of deep dejection beside a bier. 
The second usually takes the guise of 
a poor woman with an infant at her 
breast and a small chiiu at her heels, 
arrested by an overfed policeman for 
stealing a loaf of bread, while in the 
background several stout and brutal- 
looking captains of industry, with 
shiny silk hats and white waistcoats, 
cob a weak citizen with 
impunity. 


Outside of these I do not think there 
are many subjects that 
cannot be 


more effectively treated in a humorous 
than in a serious majiner. 


The strongest cartoons that I can 


remember have, almost without ex- 
ception, been humorous ones.. Thom- 
as Nast dealt the Tweed Ring heavy 
blows, 'but there was humor in..every 
-me of them; and his anti-Catholic 
pictures—in my opinion 
the 
most 


oowerful cartoons ever drawn—con- 
tained unmistaka'ble drollery in addi- 
lon to their tremendous torce. John 
Tenniel. of Punch, during his 
un 


matched career of activity, drew a 
?ood many serious cartoons, but they 
ire not among those that one remem- 
bers. His fame rests on the roaiarka- 
ble number of keenly humorous car- 
toons-—though, perhaps, to an Ameri- 
%an mind, somewhat too conservative 
and quiet—that he produced week 
after week for so many years. 


Again, the serious cartoon, to be 


good, must be wholly 
serious, and 


must contain nothing tunny. But the 
average'cartoonist, grave or gay. has 
often a curious tendency to treat sub- 
ordinate details of his picture care- 
lessly. 
Such 
artistic 
mistakes of 


omission or commission matter litUe 
in a humorous picture; if anything, 
they enhance its comicality; but they 
arc disastrous to a serious design. A 
figure of Justice, stern and implacable 
loses something of its improssiveness 
if Justice happen to be a little out of 
plumb and tipping forward or back- 
ward. A hoartlens plutocrat gorging 
himself at his luxurious table while 
the 'poor starve at his door will excite 
more laughter than indignation if his 
costly furniture looks wobbly, -and if 
tho careless artist has given only three 
legs to the chair he is sitting in. 


I am naturally prejudiced in favor 


of the humorous cartoon, because na- 
ture hag not fitted me to do any other 
Kind; but I think that 
the 
jester's 


staff with flip cap and be-lls at its end 
can strike as hard a blow as tho tith- 
ingman's rod. An,l the jostor fan try 
every day to improve society, while 
the tithingman keeps tho coTigrogation 
in order only on Sundays.

a bucket of water. I have never seen 
•tny bad effects from a bath in one of 
those clear mountain streams- and, as 
:he women stand in the water ail day 
ong when doing their washing. I do 
not see that the position taken is very 
consistent. Still that is the general 
belief. 


"Another superstition is that the 


horse is thought to be the patron saint 


the tetanus germ. This belief is 


sustained by American scientists, who 
Ind that the stable is the home of the 
jerms. If there is a bruise or wound 
of any kind one must not, according 
;o the belief, ride horseback or lock- 
jaw will result. It seems odd that this 
superstition is so well sustained by 
science. Lockjaw is the most common 
and deadly disease with the people of 
he West Indies because the germs 
especially thrive in that climate. 


'Another superstition 
in this con- 


nection is that, if there is a wound on 
the hand or the foot, the .member must 
not be put in the water for nine days 
or tetanus will follow. This seems to 
tie in part sustained 'by science, 
for 


lockjaw is usually contracted by the 
opening of a wound without proper 
antiseptics. Mu.nps are greatly dread- 
ed, for, as the people say. they go to 
the heart on the least provocation. It 
s hard to find any reason for this be- 
lief. Yet the man with a swollen jaw 
must not do a hundred things he does 
iaily, and it keeps his friends busy ad- 
vising him what he must not do. 


"One of the most 
uncomfortable 


supersitions is that the ghosts of the 
departed are able to carry out threats 
aiade during lite. No one there has 
?ver seen a ghost engaged in this ne- 
.'arious business, yet the belief is firm- 
ly instilled in the minds of the people. 
Very often the services of a physician 
are required to quiet the nerves of a 
sufferer who has been led to expect a 
visitation of this sort. There is no 
known way to head off a ghost bent 
on trouble of this kind and the man 


through life in constant fear that 


his departed enemy will carry out his 
threat. 


"Ghost stories are, of course, ntim- 


iid as mysterious as ingenuity 


can make them. 
At the tool ol one

FOGGY AT THE HUB. ' 


Harbor Traffic Practically Stopped 


And Trains Delayed. 


Boston, Sept. 23.—Fog hung thick 


and low over all the city this morn- 
ing, 
concealing objects naif a block 


away. 


The fog interfered with travel, both 


on the elevated and surface lines, but 
more on the steam railroads, while 
the ferries were almost tied up, the 
pilots having to feel their way, with 
one hand ready on the bell pull. 


The people who depend on the fer- 


ries for transportation from East Bos- 
ton and Chelsea were delayed beyond 
anything known ibetore -here. 
The 


ooats took from 20 minutes to more 
than half a hour to make the trip that 
in ordinary weather takes less than 
five minutes. As far as 
could 
be 


learned, there have been no collis- 
ions. 


None of the steamboats attempted 


to leave their wharves, and ncne of 
those coming into the harbor reached 
their docks. Most of the tow boats 
that usually start out to aid those 
who may be in distress: on account of 
the log were held up at the wharves. 
Those that ventured out kept their 
whistles blowing and ran out under 
light bteam. 


The greatest difficulty was exper- 


ienced on the steam railroad-s coming 
•'rnm th« east and north. Trains were 
stopped at East Cambridge and Som- 
erville and held there from five min- 
utes to half an hour. There was little 
difficult}' experienced by the trains 
coming from the central part of the 
state, as the fog did not extend far 
inland. Passengers by the Southern 
and Fitchbnrg divisions said the sun 
was shining brightly a few miles in- 
land, and they first discovered the fog 
when they got within three or four 
miles ot Boston.

THE USE OF SOFT COAL. 


Good results are being obtained in 


3oston and other cities with the use 
if soft coal, that is, the best hind of 
Dituminous 
coal—sometimes 
called 


semi-bituminous. 
And the best part 


«' it is, that this kind of coal costs 
)!iiy §6 or $6.50 a ton, about the same 
,)rice as it was a year ago. 


An experienced user of this kind of 


."•oal has given the following sugges- 
"ion regarding its "use: "In the feed 
.loor of every furnace there is a slide 
lamper to admit air over the fire, and 
he same is true of most of the ranges 
low in use. When anthracite coal is 
ised the&e dampers are kept open 
mly when it is' desired to deaden the 
ire or lower the temperature- of the 
louse. With soft coal these dampers 
nu&t be left open all the time. The 
irst stage in the combustion of soft 
:oal is its "coking1" which calls ior 
norc air tnan can be had through the 
>cdy of the fuel, and unless this air is 
-.upplied above the fire, the best heat 
jf the coal is not received, the gases 
escaping up the chimney. Too much 
lir for good cobusiton can be admitted 
iver the fire, but it is not likely to oc- 
•ur if only the slide damper is kept 
>pen. 


"The draft openings in the ash pit 


loor, or under the fire, do net need to 
10 open so widely or kept open as long 
as they would in burning anthracite 
:oal. With the same amount of bottom 
Iraft it is customary to give anthra- 
cite coal the soft coal would burn too 
freely and much of the best heat be 
lost. It ihouid 'be remembered also 
that the funnel pipe into the chimney, 
which with hard coal is usuallly kept 
jartly closed during moderate weath- 
3r. should be kept nearly open all the 
:i:iie to allow the free passage ot the 
'smoke when 
soft coal 
is used. In 


;tarting a fire after sett coal has once 
oeen used it will not be necessary to 
remove all of the coal which was lelt 
n-er after the clcl fire went out, but 
ifter freeing the fire box from the 
ashes the fresh fire may be kindled on 
'op of the 
old coal, in mcst cases. 


While the anthracite1 fire is raked from 
the bottom the bituminous should l:t 
packed down from the toy. If it is at- 
tempted to burn the soft coal in thp 
same way as hard r-oaMt will result 
in failure, as it requires a treatment 
Quite the reverse, but with proper at- 
tention to details, as outlined, the soft 
coal will give satisfaction in domestic 
use." 


The New Hampshire 
experiment 


! station has a bulletin in press that 
will give results of experiments from 
putting apples' in city cold storage. 
This will be distributed shortly. As 
a forerunner to this pamphlet and in 
order to call attention briefly to some 
of the more important points of inter- 
est, the following brief 
abstract 
is 


i here given of some practical experi- 
' ments conducted by Professor Rane. 
the horticulturist of the station. 


On November 20th. 1S99, a number 


of barrels of apples were shipped to 
one of the Boston cold storage houses. 
Beginning with February two barrels 
were taken out each month until July 
and examined. The fruit dirt not re- 
ceive any extra care and was repre- 
sentative of apples as ordinarily pur- 
e-based at that time of year oa the op- 
en market. It was found that the ap- 
pies could not safely be allowed to 
remain after April 1st. as they decayed 
rapidly after that date. The prices 
at time of shipment ranged between 
$1.25 
and S2.00 and on April 1st they 


brought $3.50 to S4.25. 


On October 27th, 1900, a 
second 


shipment of apples were sent to cold 
storage with the following results:

April 23rd ten barrels soid for $34.00.

Where the truit was taken out in the 
winter months and given spring con- 
ditions, as placing them in a warm 
greenhouse, they decayed equally as 
quickly. 


Our recommendation would be to 


pick the fruit 
relatively 
early, 
a 


trifle earlier than the common custom. 
Use only the best grade for storage, 
and pick, grade and ship the same 
day if possible. The sooner the fruit 
is in storage after it is picked 
and 


cooled down to an even low tempera- 
ture, the better it keeps. Do not ex- 
pect impossibilities ot cold storage. It 
never makes an ill-shaped app'e shape- 
ly, an unsound fruit sound, a wormy 
apple perfect, or a pale, sickly-, imma- 
ture fruu bright colored. The apple 
cannot be expected to increase in size 
or overcome rough, careless treatment 
it perchance may have received be- 
fore going in. With a proper know- 
ledge of the conditions carefully com- 
plied v, ith. there seems to be no ques- 
tion but wnat the practice of placing 
apples in cold storage can be recom- 
mended.

That whole section of the 
line is now finished, the excavated 
channel is walled, roofed with earth 
resting on steel girders and arches of 
masonry and surfaced with graveled 
walks, to be planted with shade trees 
as before tho work began.

The country is prosperous. . Capital 


Is busily and 
profitably emplo/t-d. 


The trusts are doing very well in- 
deed. The rich never before enjoyed 
so much luxury. Everybody set-ius to 
have plenty 
of 
njouc-y—evcryljotly. 


that is, except those who need it most 
and work hardest. 


Everywhere labor is restless. 
One 


hundred and 
fifty 
thousand mine 


workers are out on strike in Pennsyl- 
vania. Other thousands are on strike 
in West Virginia. JIardly any section 
of the country has escaped strikes 
within the past few months. The up- 
rising of Chicago's teamsters and 
later the freight handlers shook the 
city. 
Troops were needed to sup- 


press the Paterson silk workers. 
In 


Boston the freight handlers, like those 
of Chicago, tied up business. Street 
car employees from San Francisco to 
Rhode Island have struck. There have 
been strikes of iron workers, 
wire 


•workers, bridge workers, glass blow- 
ers, Lousesmiths, electrical workers, 
textile workers—few trades have been 
exempt 


What is the matter with labor in this 


era of"'prosperity for capital? 
The 


answer is simple: 


While prices have been rising rap- 


idly wages have remained stationary 
or risen slowly. 


When wages fail to keep pace with 


advancing prices, that amounts to the 
same thing as a reduction in wages. 


It is what the dollar will buy that 


counts. 


The trusts have been emptying the 


dinner pail and the coal scuttle. 


Every housewife knows by daily ex- 


perience how much more everything 
eos-ts now than it used to do. Fuel, 
beef, mutton, pork, fowls, milk and 
eggs have all gone soaring. The work- 
iiigman and his family in this era of 
prosperity are getting fewer of the 
good things of life; getting less for the 
dollar, than they did before the trusts 
began to do so well for themselves. 


The federal department of labor and 


the treasury bureau of statistics have 
been making an investigation of prices 
and wages. It is ftarned that nearly 
all things which the people must use 
are higher now than at any time since 
the close of the civil war. 


During the past three years the cost 


of the necessaries of life has gone up 
from 20 to 33 per cent, while wages 
have been advanced only from 10 to 15 
per cent. 


The whole standard of living has 


been lowered for the toiler. 


Labor goes on strike because it must 


strike. 


That is the only process by which the 


workiiigman can force up his wages. 


Capital and labor are partners, of 


course—partners in production, that is,

The strikes, which maki

among the conservative Wi.^ to uo, are 
but manifestations of labor's resolve to 
get a fairer share of its fruits, a share 
that will enable it to live decently. 


In this struggle for something better 


than a bare subsistence labor has the 
sympathy of every rna.ii who is capable 
of thinking. 


Unless wages shall rise proportion- 


ately with prico£ prosperity for capital 
cannot lust, since capital's prosperity 
depends on the purchasing power of 
the masses. The better the wages of 
the -worker 1ho better for the entire 
country materially, morally nnd politi- 
cally. When the worker is well paid, it 
means a comfortable home and educa- 
tion for his children, and comfortable 
conditions of life and education mean 
good citizenship. 


Therefore labor in striving to im- 


prove its condition does that which 
benefits the republic. 


Tho most potent of all agencies for 


elevating the status of the workingrnan 
is the labor union. 


But for the labor unions wages 


would be just what employers might 
choose to pay, and on the average 
employers, being business men, legit 
Imatcly intent ou tboiu own immedi 
ate interest, pay for labor as little as 
they must. 


Tho labor unions have raised noi 


alone the wages of their members, bu 
those also of nonunion men—the trai 
tors to their comrades who, while prof 
iting by the wage lifting power of the 
unions, take the places of strikers whc 
are battling in tho interest of all labor 
ers. 
Narrow men, men who, boiug 


exempt from manunl toil, cultivate : 
souse of class superiority, are proiv 
to 
Inveigh against labor 
unions 


Those unions, like rill other human in 
stitutious, have their defects. Some 
times their power Is not wisely ufed. 


Hut every citizen who wishes hig 


country well rejoices in the strength 
of tho trades unions. They constitute 
the lawful weapon with which labor 
compels respect for its rights.

Advaaee* of Labor Dae, IB Gr«*t 


Meannre, to Wl»e Leadership. 


The past year has been on the 


whole a time of marked progress for 
the labor movement in the United 
States. Toe depressing feature of the 
movement is the situation in the an- 
thracite coal fields. But even that sit- 
uation has its encouraging aspects. It 
shows the uieii to, be well organized 
and ably led. Public sentiment Is al- 
most a unit In favor of the miners as 
against the operators, a fact which 
must at least be a source of gratifica- 
tion to those who have the \velfare 
of the labor movement at heart. In 
other lines of industry the efforts of 
the workers to better their condition 
have been successful to an unusual 


Perhaps organized labor's two most 


conspicuous achievements of the year 
In Chicago were the perfecting of the 
organizations of the teamsters and of 
the street car men and the securing 
of additional wages to a large propor- 
tion of the workers in both lines. 


Speaking generally, there has been 
•xtended recognition of the right to 
organize and there have been substan- 
tial increases of wages in many lines. 
Wages have not advanced as rapidly 
In all eases as has the cost of living, 
but it is usually true that in times of 
prosperity and rising prices wages 
rise more slowly than the prices of 
commodities. While wages 
advance 


slowly, however, It is also true that it 
is difficult to lower wages again in the 
face of organization on the part of 
labor when prices and the cost of liv- 
ing begin to recede. The progress of 
labor consists in advancing as much as 
possible during eras of prosperity and 
in surrendering in periods of adver- 
sity as little as possible of what has 
been gained. 


The policy of settling labor differ- 


ences by conciliation and arbitration 
has gained ground during the past 
year, especially in Chicago. The- Il- 
linois state board of arbitration, under 
the chairmanship of F. W. Job, has 
proved itself useful In settling dis- 
putes and in helping on the course of 
arbitration. The peaceable settlement 
of the teamsters' strikes and the resort 
to arbitration in the case of the street 
car men were very notable incidents. 


The public from tirne^to time is told 


of the supposed perniciousness of labor 
leaders in stirring up strikes. Devel- 
opments of the past year have shown 
the value to all concerned of conserva- 
tive leaders. 
To President Mahon 


much credit is due for inducing the 
street car men to submit to arbitra- 
tion when apparently the prevailing 
temper was in favor of more radical 
procedure. President Young and other 
officials of the teamsters' organization 
did much to strengthen the 
labor 


movement by their insistence upon the 
observance of contract 
obb'gations 


with employers, even in the face of 
great difficulties. 


The progress of labor during the 


past year may be ascribed in part to 
favorable industrial conditions. 
But 


it is also true that increased efficiency 
and more conservatism in manage- 
ment on the part of trades unions gen- 
erally have been important factors in 
the progress rnade.--Chlcago News. 


A Voice From the South. 


With tho industrial quickening that 


has recently marked the life of this 
section has come the temptation to 
force helpless children to perform the 
work of adiilts. Results of this sys 
tem are already sufficiently injurious 
to awaken the condemnation of al> 
right thinking men and all right think 
ing women of the southern states. It 
is, indeed, a cruelty whereby the help 
less are forced to perform labor fni 
beyond either their montal or pbysica 
capacity. It is an injury inflicted b\ 
the grasping few in their effort to low 
or tho wages of the many who are ca 
pable aud sufficiently numerous to per 
form the work. From every point o' 
view child labor is ethically wroni. 
and financially unwise. There can bi 
invented no excuse by which it can bi 
justified. It is a relic, and not the onlj 
one, of mcdiuvral methods and modi 
nival morals." In tho twentieth centur> 
child labor is nn anachronism. Ever? 
dollar earned by it is "blood money.' 
Away with the system, aud away witl 
it at once!—Xew Orleans Times-Demo 
crat.
